   6  PARAGRAPH, A Class B-CI LICENSEE [licenses are limited and restricted to the 
   7  purpose of providing] MAY PROVIDE alcoholic beverages for consumption on the 
   8  licensed premises only[, with no off-sale privileges to be exercised therewith]. 
 
   9     (VIII) A CLASS B-CI LICENSEE MAY HOLD A WINE TASTING EVENT IN
